wbicli 1 usually rely to furnish me with 
(ketches and reports, was denied tho privi- 
lege of exercising its ploasant functions at 
tbe day sessions of tbe Temperance meet- 
ing Friday. The evening session was uo 
doubt less varied in Ita character, consist- 
ing alm«st exclusively of speaking by Cap- 
tain Brown and Mr. Godwin. Those who 
had tbe satisfaction of listening to these 
champions of the great reform, can testify 
to their stalwart earnestness, their, deep 
sympathy with wrecked manhood caused 
by intemperance, and tLeir intense abhor- 
rence of the gigantic crime of rum-selling. 


Captain Brown spoke first. After mak- 


ing a few prefatory remarks he proceeded to 
say that there will hare to be a great deal 
more interest aroused, a great deal more 
talk, a great deal more display of facts and 
curtailment of fancy, aud a good deal more 
knowledge spread through the community, 
before we can arrive at a practical solution 
of thlsgreat question. 
Public opinion must 


be changed. It is not right on this subject. 
It Is public opinion tbat makes tbe law. 
It 


is tills that creates and sustains certain sen- 
timents tbat prevail in society. In one di- 
rection it makes free to condemn, aud in 
another It as freely upholds. Public opin- 
ion asserts itself in those ideas that emanate 
fiom tbat part of the community which 
claims tho title to respectability. Outside 
of this It amounts to nothing. The very 
moment 
respectable 
public opinion is 


brought to bear on any subject, a verdict is 
given in relation to it,and it either goes up or 
it goes down. Does the respectable, Hie 
educated, the refined, the religious public 
opinion contribute anything towards the 
exislence of the rum traffic, and is it re- 
sponsible for this devouriug, legalized abom- 
ination ? It is a difficult thing to make re- 
spectable people look at this matter in its 
true light. They say that liquor-driuking 
is a bad thing, a bad habit, tbat drunken- 
ness is to be condemned ; but they ignore 
Ihe great fact that the bar-rooins exist by 
their consent—that Ihe legalized drunkard- 
making business is going on entirely bv rea- 
son of their acquiescence. Everything that 
is done to fasten this incubus on the'peo- 
ple U done by the direct,agency of respecta- 
ble people. Tho privilege to sell liquor 
must have the preliminary countenance of 
reputable people. 
The license must exist 


through the instrumentality, not of twelve 
disreputable persons, but one of Ihe first 
requisites is that the application must be 
signed by twelve respectable persons. The 
sentiment thai embodies itself In the law 
claims alliance with respectability, and it is 
this same sentiment lhat dictates that li- 
quor shall not be sold to habitual drunkards 
or to minors. It implies that the patrons 
must be respectable people. 
We make it 


a rule lhat a rum shop cannot be opened un- 
less respective people are the moving power 
in the matter, and then the people must be 
respectable to whom the liquor is sold. 
Such, at least, is tbe spirit of the law. It 
also restricts the sale to six duys In the 
week, prohibiting It on Sunday. Who asked 
tbat the ram places be closed on Sunday ? 
Nobody but respectable people. 
What do 


others care about this regard for the Sab- 
bath? I bold the respectable people, tbe 
educated, the religious people responsible, 
who bad the power to do that, for not ex- 
lending the prohibition to the other six days 
in the week, and thus preventing enormous 
sums of money from going every year into 
the tills of the rum shops, and making im- 
possible the widely extended misery and 
and poverty and degradation tbat spring 
from this accursed rura-trafflc. 
The re- 


spectable opinion of the community, tbat 
which inheres in the religious, the enlight- 
ened, the refined portion of the community, 
lies dormant, and seems to be absolutely 
regardless of any responsibility concerning 
an evil tbat is greater than any the world 
has ever seen in its destructive influences 
on the human race. 


The speaker touched upon other points 


of the subject that suggested themselves, 
and was especially emphatic in calling at- 
tenUon to the relation of tbe apothecary 
and tbe physician to tbe temperance ques- 


j lion, and spoke of their power for good or 


I for evil with reference to tbe prescription 
j business. Instances of mischief and fatal- 


ity, due lo its abuse, were cited, and he 
deemed this a point lhat imperatively de- 
manded the attention of temperance peo- 
ple, lie referred to the practical shape tbe 
question of temperance 
Is taking iu its 


treatment ou every platform, and said that 
a great deal of tbe nonsense hitherto per- 
taining to tbe movement has disappeared. 
Men are beginning to see, be remarked, 
that we must deal witb it just as we do 
wilh any other pernicious thing in the corn- 


considered prayers as bearing about tbe same 
relation to the rum shop as they bear to the 
eewer, and though you pray till you are 
gray-headed, you will find that the only 
prayer that will aflect this must come in the 
form of the pick and shovel. It must be 
subject to the cleaning-out process. 
The 


prayer that shall close the mm shop must 
be a practical one, aud I do not know of 
any that will be more ^efficacious than for 
tbe people tocrystaliz-3 llielr prayers into 
.votes and drop them into the ballot box on 
election day. 


Captain Brown spoke with great fervor 


and earnestness, and at timea he was elo- 
quent. 
His address was not lacking in 


stirring Incident aud pathetic narration, 
and it was listened to wilh great interest 
and attention. 


The chairman, Mr. Swain, Introduced 


Mr. Godwin as one who has knit together 
home ties that have been severed through 
the baleful influence of intemperance, and 
renewed the life ana beauty of many ot 
thsoe homes that have been thus sadly de- 
stroyed. 


Mr. Godwin Is President of the Franklin 


Reformatory Home, in which position he 
has accomplished incalculable good, and re- 
stored to society and to usefulness multi- 
tudes of men that have fallen victims to the 
terrible curse of intemperance. He shows 
by every word, gesture and movement that 
he is unmistakably in earnest, and devoted 
heart and soul to the beneficent work in 
which he is engaged. He is acquainted as 
few men can he, by reason of his opportu- 
nity, with the sorrowful fruits of intemper- 
ance in all ilmir unmasked enormity, all 
tbeir woful and pathetic bitterness; and 
many a tale could lie unfold that would 
harrow up our feelings, and rouse from its 
lethargy the most apathetic soul. lie is 
evidently a man that is blessed with a gen- 
erous nature, a heart overflowing with tto- 
derness and sympathy—sympathy for the 
unfortunate victim of a goading passion 
that drives him headlong down the steep 
path of ruin, but not one impulse of mercy 
for the gloating vampire that scans bis work 
of destruction with fiendish leer. 


Mr. Godwin 
believes in action. He 


advocates doing rather than talking without 
putting tbe shoulder to the wheel. He is 
one of that large number who are actively 
engaged ia this reform that believe in the 
reserved power tbat rests witb the women 
of the nation ; and when he said, in one of 
his while heats of intense fervor, "God 
grant tbat we may see tho day when wo- 
men shall vote," there was a refreshing out- 
burst of applause. 
He feels confident, as 


do thousands of others, that women would 
vote unerringly on the side of prohibition ; 
and he consoles his mind with the firm be- 
lief tbat the day will surely arrive that shall 
witness this consummalion. He does nol 
believe in bestowing patronage—not even 
the slightest, even to the buying of a match 
—ou any one that sells liquor, or rents his 
place for that purpose. 
He thinks that 


moral suasion is good and useful, but legal 
action and moral suasion should go together, 
and above all, there must be personal ef- 
fort and determination, the earnest devo- 
tion of band and head, heart and influence, 
towards exterminatiug this great evil from 
the land, this fearful Juggernaut of destruc- 
tion. 


I cannot pretend to give an adequate 


sketch of Mr. Godwin's earnest speech, or 
present in these tame paragraphs anything 
approaching an adequate report, or any- 
thing bearing a likeness to the original, 
with all its warm coloring and oveiflowing 
tenderness, its thorough intensity of force 
and'vigor and throbbing zeal; nor can I 
show in these cold types tbe warm-hearted 
interest felt for the fallen, or the thrill of 
indignant accusation roused against the 
thing of guilt—the dire source of woe and 
misery, 
ft was the kind of address thai 


must be heard to be appreciated and to be 
effective. 
It threw a glare of light on the 


hideous features of intemperance ; and that 
soul must be more than hardened tbat 
would not inelt into pity at sight of tbe 
moving spectacle. Such a picture is an 
eloquent arraignment of the giganlic crime 
of rum-selling.

SCIENTIFIC MISCEtL/UVY. 


—The eminent Beilin 
physicist, Prof. 


Siemens, lately prophesied that "tbe energy 
of the solar rays, manifested in currents of 
air or in falls of water, may by-aud-by, 
though [he electric current, furnish all heat 
necessary, and render us independent of 
ordinary fuel." 


—Somebody h is ascertained tbat in sma II- 
pox poor people are pitted less than the 
rich, and no classes are pitted under their 
dress. Poor people have less light in their 
homes than the rich, while under the dress 
there is of course little light in either case. 
The explanation, according to this observer, 
is a scientific one. 
The sun-light consist of 


three primary colors. The red, the blue 
and the yellow rays have distinct and 
characteristic properties; the red gives 
heat, the yellow gives light, and the blue 
gives actinism or chemical effect.

Ihe pus of variolar pustules absorbs, by its 
yellow medium, the actinic rays, wliicb 
results in corrosion of the tender flesh at 
the base, thus leaving pits.

—An exceedingly simple test for butter 


bas been communicated 
to tbe Belgian 


Academy. 
When heated in a shallow "ves- 


sel lo a temperature between one hundred 
aud fifty and one hundred and sixty- 
degrees, artificial butter produces very little 
froth, but the mass undergoes a sort of 
Irregular boiling, accompanied 
by .violent 


jerks which tend to project some of tbe 
butter out of the vessel. The caseous 
matter separates iu brown clots ou the sides, 
while the fatty portion of the sample re- 
tains its natual color. Natural butter, on 
the othsr hand, similarly heated produces 
abundant froth, tbe jerks are slight, and 
the mass takes on a uniform brown color. 


"If asked," says 
Prof. 
Tyndall, 


" whether science has solved, or in our day 
likely to solve, the problem of tbe universe, 
I must shake my head in doubt. Behind 
and above and around us tbe real mystery 
of the universe lies unsolved, and far as we 
are concerned, is incapable of solution. 
The problem of tbe connection of the body 
and the soul is as insoluble in its modern 
form as it was in the prescienlific age. 
There ought to be a clear distinction made 
between science in tie state of hypolhesis 
and science in 
the state of fact; aud 


inasmuch'as it is still in its hypothetical 
stage, the ban of exclusion ought to fall 
upon tbe theory of evolution." 


—A diver engaged in submarine opera- 


tions is constantly exposed lo the risk of 
suffocation through the 
entangling and 


crushing of the tube by which the air 
reaches him 
from above. 
A new ap- 


paratus has been exhibited in London by 
means of which the diver's oxygen is 
always carried about bis person, enabling 
bim to breathe an hour or more without 
connection with the external air. An 
'ordinary fciver's suit is worn, the " air- 
food" being enclosed therein. Dr. B. W. 
Richardson is very enthusisatic over tbe 
new process, the secret of which the inven- 
tion has not yet revealed. 
If its claims 


are sustained, it certainly must prove very 
valuable. 


—The largest land animal which is known 


to have existed on tbe i*lobe has been 
describe.) by Prof. Marsh. Its name is 
Atkmtosaurus immanis. The thigh bone 
of the monster is over eight feet long, with 
a thickness at tbe larger end of tweuty- 
five inches. A comparison of this bone 
with tbe femur of a crocodile would in- 
dicate that the fossil saurian, if of similar 
proportions, had a total length of one 
hundred and fifteen feet." That tbe rep- 
tile was at least one hundred feet long 
when alive is probable. 
Tbe other bones 


of the animal which have been found are 
proportionately 
gigantic. 
One 
of tbe 


caudal vertebrae measures more than six- 
letn inches in transverse diameter. 


—In South Africa 
the curious pbe- 


nemeuon is observed of a river-the Zooga- 
whicb flows at one time to the east and at 
another to the west. This explanation is 
given by an eminent traveler aud explorer; 
When the shallow Lake Ngauia is filled 
up by the streams falling into it from the 
west, its waters pass through the Zooga to 
the salt lakes on the east, but when these 
streams do not pour in such an amount of 
water the level of the lake becomes very 
low, and the Zooga, often largely increased 
in volume from tbe overflowing salt lakes, 
sends its waters into Lake Ngama.

TBE HINISTEB'S OLD COAT. 


AN ICEHERO.—Drop a bit of Ice into a 


tumbler of water. It floats, but almost 
tbe whole of it is below the surface. A 
small fraction of the mass is out. As the 
gravity of ice is to water, so is the part 
above ihe surface to tbe part below. It 
makes no difference bow large" or small tbe 
lump. It may be as big as a mountain, or 
small as an apple, nine times as much of 
its weight will be under the water as above 
it. If tben the huge mass stands like the 
Pyramid of Cbeopsout of ihe sea, it reaches 
nearly nine times as far below. Such was 
the immense cathedral-like, turreted, tower- 
ing, stupendous pile as we gave it a wider 
margin, and passed it, glowing aud brilliant 
in the clear, cold morning sun. 
With the 


knowledge of its 
propoi lions, and the 


necessary fate of a ship should run upon it, 
we looked with awe while its beauty was 
fascinating.

Let a 
little girl be left to herself hours of every 
day, near to loving friends who have some 
otber occupation than watching and advis- 
ing her, ai,d she will invent boundless re- 
sources and be never so bappy. Solitude 
is a necessity to the formation of charac- 
ter." 


Tbere is food for reflection in these words 


for all who have ibe caie of children. 
Tho 


privilege of solitude is not enjoyed by many 
children of either sex in our towns and 
cities. If they aie not mingling iu ihe ex- 
citing labors or sports of tbe crowded 
schools, they are playing in tho streets, or 
with their males In their own homes; some 
social diversion fills up nearly all tlie lei- 
sure hours of every day; and wbon there 
are no playmates at hand the mother must 
give up her time to their amusement.

doubtless these are reasons for tbe feeble- 
ness of many characters.

moment, their companions are out of sight 
and the efforts to direct them have ceased, 
they are restless and miserable.

GAZETTE:—It is rarely that 


we are treated with as eloquent a eulosy by 
a Senator as that of Senator Voorbes upon 
Brumidi, the recently deceased artist of the 
Capitol. A Congressional speech usually Is 
as destitute of oratorical graces as a lawyer's 
argument before a jury upon some dry, 
knotty legal quibble, and Senator Voorhees' 
efforts are r.ot exceptions to this rule. But 
on this occasion he allowed his fancy fu 
rein, and 
paid the deceased a tribut 


sparkling with beauty and sentiment. Th 
Government was indebted to Brumidi som 
$500 for extra work retouching tbe canopy 
of the dome, which moneys could only b 
paid the heirs under a resolution, whicl 
the Senate introduced, and which, of course 
was adopted without debate. Mr. Voor 
hees referred to the ai list's services in adorn 
ing the Senate coinrnitteo rooms and panel 
and corildors wilb pictures of men, and 
animals, and birds of America, whose merits 
as works of art, would suffice in Europe to 
make him famous, and to entitle him to t 
burial-place with the nobility and the great 
and said: " The birds, especially, are all 
there, from the humming bird at an open 
flower to the bald eagle with his fiery eye 
and angry feathers. I have been told that 
the aged artist loved these birds as a father 
loves bis children, and that he ofteu.lingerei 
in their midst as if a strong tie. bound him 
tojtbem."
